Governor $tarle Tuesday signed 
the Owiett bill which allows a dis­ 
count of four per cent on corpora­ 
tion taxes whien are paid before 
they are due. 
The bill is part of the assembly’s 
plan to make the state's income 
meet expenditures in the first year 
of the biennium. 
It Is designed to 
bring about the early payment of 
corporation taxes by providing a 
discount on capital stock tax and 
the gross receipts tax on utilities, 
corporate 
loans, shares of

stock, title and insurance companies 
and the tax on insurance business 
within the state. 
Among the 31 bins which the gov­ 
ernor approved are those which: 
Authorize the department of high­ 
ways to enter into agreements with 
the department of public works of 
the state of New York for construc­ 
tion of free bridges across the Dela­ 
ware river. 
Require operators of anthracite 
coal mines to re poi*, monthly to the 
department of mines shipments of 
anthracite coal. 
Empower the governor to appoint 
a commission of nine persons to 
study health insurance 
for wage 
earners. 
Prevents tile statute of limitations 
being pleaded as a defense in suits, 
claims or demands of poor districts 
for 
maintenance 
and 
support 
against real or personal estate or 
property rights of persons who are 
or were public charges, including 
mental patients. 
Unifies the procedure of trans­ 
porting witnesses for criminal cases 
into Pennsylvania and from Penn­ 
sylvania into other states. 
Amends the school code, making 
it unlawful for school directors to 
demand, or accept any gift or dona­ 
tion from teachers or supervisors. 
Provide fine and imprisonment 
for persons violating any authority 
for administering oaths. 
Provide that in addition to biga­ 
mous marriages, any other marriage 
which Is absolutely void when con­ 
tracted, may be Judicially declared 
to be null and void. 
Require officials of state or couhty 
institutions to report to department 
of Military Affairs arty inmates with 
military records. 
Permit second class townships to 
enter into contracts directly with 
fire organizations in adjacent mu­ 
nicipalities for fire protection.

grand commander of the Knights 
Templar of Pennsylvania, who died 
last Saturday of injuries received 
in an automobile accident about a 
week before. 
Tile service was conducted in one 
of the Reformed churches of Easton, 
of which the deceased was an elder, 
and erne of its most prominent work­ 
ers. The pastor of the church, with 
the assistance of the consistory 
choir, conducted the .service iii the 
church, with a brief tribute paid to 
the distinguished fratenmlist by the 
Very Eminent William O. Thomp­ 
son, of York, deputy grand comman­ 
der, who will automatically succeed 
the deceased as grand commander, 
and will be installed at once.

During tire late Tertiary period, a 
slow uplift in central Pennsylvania 
increased the tilt of the land toward 
the sea, at the same time increasing 
the flow and power of existing 
streams, the geologist said.

beginning the rivers flowed down 
the slope of the land regardless of 
the rocks beneath but later as they 
deepened their channels cuts were
